To the Governor, Jackson, Mississippi : 


CHANCELLOR'S OFFICE, — } 


Srg—On behalf the Board of Trustees of the University of 

Mississippi, I have the honor to submit herewith to your Ex- 
-cellency, the report required -by section 4454 of the Anno- 
tated Code of Mississippi, for the two sessions of 1898.94 
and 1894-795, and covering the period from the close of the 
last report—June 9, 1893, to May 31, 1895. 
- Payments for expenses and transfer of funds are made 
upon the warrants of the Chancellor of the University, 
drawn upon the treasurer of the University, The trans- 
fer warrants, which do not indicate expenditures, while 
‘stated in the regular series of warrants, are properly dis- 
tinguished from those warrants which denote expenses. ` 

General summaries are given at the end ot the itemized state- 
ments of the warrants issued during each of the two ses- 
sions for which report is made. Special reports are also 
included, showing the disposition made of the balance of the 
appropriation for repairs on buildings made by the Leg- 
islature in 1892, and of the entire appropriation of $4,000 
made by the Legislature for repairs in 1894. Vouchers are 
on file showing details of all expenditures. 

By the direction: of the Board of Trustees of the Univer- 
sity I respectfully ask the attention of your Excellency to 
to the urgent special needs of the University, and to the 
grounds upon which a request for an appropriation com- 
mensurate therewith is made at this time. 

There are twelve large buildings on the University 
grounds, all save one having brick walls. Four of the build. 
ings have fire-proof roofs.. The shingle roofs on all the 
others, save one, are old and will need to be renewed within 
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the next two years. They should be replaced with fire- 
proof roofs. "S 

"Ten of the buildings have been standing from forty to- 
fifty years, and on account of faulty construction in the brick | 
walls in eight of these, are undergoing a process of disin- 
tegration that can, only be stopped by a coating of paint or 
other material that will protect from the influence of the 
air. > = 

‘The timbers under the lower floors of many of the 
buildings are much decayed, and the condition of the rooms. 
on these floors is a menace to the health of the occupants. 

New furniture is imperatively needed for eight lecture 
rooms and for the chapel. 

The plastering overhead and on the walls of very many of 
the lecture and other rooms is falling off and needs renewal. 

The scientific departments of the University are much in 
need of improved facilities for instruction such as will enable 
them to offer to the young men and women of the State the 
best opportunities. à 

The library has only grown by very small accretions, be- 
cause of limited means at the ‘disposal of the trustees. 

The buildings of the University are scattered, thus neces- 
sitating much out-door walking on the part of students in all 
kinds of weather. Large extensions of the brick walk now . 
on the grounds are needed for the convenience and the safety- 
of the health of students. 

The only available supply of water is that derived from 
cisterns. These are old, out of repair, and the supply de- 
rivable from them is uncertain in quantity and quality. Only 
by constant attention and frequent careful testing can purity 
of the altogether insufficient supply be maintained. During . 
the past month it has been necessary to haul water used by 
students a distance of two miles. A coraplete system of water 
supply from a deep well guaranteed to yield an abundance 
for ordinary uses and for fire protection -can be constructed 
for $3,000. This will include well and all fixtures, steam 
pump, elevated tank and distribution to all University build- 
ings. ! 

The actual and urgent needs of the University in the di- 
rections indicated, cannot be met in the next two years with 
less than $20,000. Unless some of the buildings referred 
to are put in order at once, a largely increased amount will 
be needed to properly repair them. 

While thus urging the needs of the University at the pres-. 
ent time, I beg leave to call attention to the fact that the 
University of Mississippi, as is the case with the State Uni- 
versities of all the States formed out of the public domain, 
had its origin in-a grant of land made to the State for this. 
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purpose by Congress, and throughout its history.has been 
maintained partly by the fund derived from the grant’ made 
by Congress and partly by aid received from direct appro- 
priations made by the Legislature for specific purposes. 
Recently, through the exertions of friends of the University, 
Congress has granted an additional township (23,040 acres) 
of land to the State, on condition that the proceeds derived 
from the same shall constitute a fund for the benefit of the 
University. i 

The lands which were made available and which were 
selected by your Excellency in satisfaction of this grant, 
constitute the most valuable tract of land owned by the 
United. States within the State of Mississippi. They ought to 
bring into the treasury of the State within the next twelve 
months about $100,000. I presume that under the terms of 
the act of Congress making the grant, and of section 212 of 
the constitution of the State, the proceeds of the sale or lease 
of these lands will go into the State treasury and that the Uni- 
versity will receive only the interest onthe same. While this 
arrangement may be mutually advantageous to the State and 
the University in the lapse of years, it is still true, as has 
‘been indicated above, that the University imperatively needs 
in the next two years $20,000 above its regular income. 

As the State is a sharer in the good fortune of the Univer- 
sity in that it will have an opportunity to borrow the pro- 
ceeds of the grant of land (it the disposition above indicated — 
is made) at6 per cent. interest, and without ever having to 
pay the principal, the State ought certainly to relieve the 
pressing needs of the University by an unusually liberal ap- 
propriation at this time. "s . 

I respectfully call attention to the fact that the University 
is doing all in its power in affording special facilities for the 
education of teachers for the schools of the State, and that 
it will manifestly be for the interest of all parties concerned 
with the work of education in the State, to encourage the, 
special work being done for teachers at the University, by^ 
the enactment of such laws as will give to this work a fitting 
recognition, and will enable those who complete satisfac- 
torily a special course of training at the University for the 
profession of teaching, to obtain a life-license without further 
test by examination. 

In this connection I have the honor to report the fact that 
the University has for several years steadily grown in pop- 
ular favor, and that it has commended itself to the people of 
the State by the good order and diligence wbich have char- 
acterized the student body and by the stand which the insti- 
tution has taken for thorough education. Its affairs.have been 
economically managed, its internal working has been har- 
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monious.. Although the preparatory classes, covering a two- 
years’ course, were discontinued two years ago, the enroll- : 
ment of students this séssion has already reached two hun. 
dred and fifty-four, a number which, until this session, has not 
been reached since 1884, when one-hundred and sixteen pre- 
paratory students were counted. ` The materialof which the ' 
present classes are composed is considered to be the most 
promising that has been on hand for many years. It repre. 
sents all classes of our citizenship and all parts of the State. 
The outlook for a great enlargement of the usefulness of this. 
institution of learning to the people of the State was never 
brighter than at present. With the aid asked of tho Legisla- 
iure to meet present exigencies, & most prosperous future 
seems assured. l

With this repair fund one of the dormitory buildings, which was about 
to fall down, has been thoroughly repaired, made secure and converted 
into much-needed uses at an expense of $2926.82. Of this amount $2598 oo 
was paid to G. M, Torgerson & Co., contractors, by the warrants shown 
above in the account of the repair fund, and by warrants 323, 387, 424, 546 
and 612 on the general fund. The balance of this appropriation was 
expended in the repairs made upon one residence and premises amounting 
to $804.43, on another double residence and premises amounting to 
$235.25, on another residence and premises amounting to $45.95, on 
another residence and premises amounting to $368.85, and on the roof of 
anotber double residence amounting to $200.08. These items, drawn from 
the general fund, amounted to more than the balance of $1665.70 trans- 
ferred from the repair fund to the general fund, and were thus in part paid 
for out of the general fund.
